Silvet Mines 3 Inche mean cime Lyther had-his Education 
inthe ſame Town where he was born, and being fitted for 
the Laiveclity at Erfurd, he cook thergthe Degrees of Ba- 
chellour,and-Maftexof Arts, and.in a ſhort, procefle of cime, 
he took'upon him che Habit and Formality of a;Friar, ar 
which his Father was mach diſpleaſed;. Bucic pleaſed God 
by this means to make uſe of him for che oyer-chrowing of 
the Power of Antichriſt 3 Luther having found how dire&.

fire to alhes. Lutber having heard the Ele&or togive him ,,,,o, cot- 
this council, made anfwertohim, that he muſt confeſle, logte 433» 
that (as the caſe now food) he was too weak to defend him; 
nevertheleſſe he was reſolved cogo, and to defend the Ele- 
&or; for although ((aid he) there be in Worms as many 
Devils as there be Tiles on all the Houſes of che City; yet 1 
am reſolved to go thither, and to maintain what 1 have 
done and undertiken. | bs 

Many more ſuch examples may be given of his Courage, 

aud his Confidence: at = laſt when he ſaw that by his en- 
deavours the Goſpel began to flouriſh and' to'be preached 
not _ in Germany. but other Countryes, and that he had 
reaped the comfore of his Induſtry and his Study. it pleaſed 
God to viſlite hint with 'ficknefle, at whichtime,' giving 
thanks unto God who had delivered him from ſo many De- 
ceits and Afſaults of his Mercileſs Encmies, he compoſed 
theſe following Verſes in Latine.

were-Couquerours, and Lords of all, in Syria, Afia, and 


uſalem, and in the Land of Promiſe, and hath allogreat 
ominions in Africa and Greece : Much about thirty years 


before Luthers time he utterly over-threw the whole Army 
of the Sarazens, and killed the Soldan in that Battel.

the Prophet ſhall continue to the end of the World ; He moftclearly 
Dmnitlyage defcribeth the Kingdomes of Antichriſt, and the Turk, 
120 in the Revelation of St. Fobn, Chap.13. Ic is Written; That it 
was given unto him to make War with the Saints, and to over- 
come them; which words are expreſly ſpoken of the Turk, 
and not of the Pope; for the Saints overcome not by their 
Sanity, bur by their Patience, and in their overcoming by 
Faith, when their Bodies are Murdered : The Prophet Daniel 
proceedeth further, and faith, It ſhall be for a Time, Ti..25; 
and half a Time, If Time ſignifieth a Year, as peradven- 
ture it may, then this oy was firſt of all fulfilled in 
Antiochus, who Tyrannized three Yearsand an halfe, over 
the Nation of Iſrae!, after whichtimehe miſerably rotted, 
and moſt lamentably died in ſuch an intolerable ſtench, oce 
cafioned by his Diſeaſe, tharc notany were able co indure 
the moſt noyſomeſavour of it, or to remain about him. ;

to havethem in a readinefſe in their Winter Quarters to be

Advancage or Oppolition, for this is the v gilant Calſtome 
of the Turks in all his Enterpriſes, whoſe Faxizaries (the 
moſt Reſolute and moſt Experienced of all his Souldiers, 
acealways ready at the beat of aDrum for any Enterprize.) 
Mahomet began to Appear in the World in the Year, Six 
bundred and thirty, after the Incarnation of our Saviour, 
which is now above one thouſand years agoe. 
The Turks (faith Luther ) do ſwell as much with cheir Lies,

tion of the Deſolation of Antichriſt , which becauſe he 
tooke ſome paynes in the Forming of the Excradt, I 
have in this place inſerted it, hoping that you will receive 
ſome pleaſure in the Reading of it.

. the Avarice of the Popes , and not any great Donations 


of the Emperours, by which the Popes have acquired 
ſuch preat Pofſefſions; In former times the Popes were 


not Lordsover Emperours and Kings, burtthe Popes were
